FIFTEEN DEATHS 


Are Thouflht to Have Been Causad by 


Bad W hisky in New York. 


New York. Oct. 10.— Fifteen death* 
within eight days In the neighborhood 
known as Strykers Farms on the W est 
Side, have started an Investigation by 
the police and the coroner's office. 
Coroner Scholer says the deaths were 
caused by Impure liquor. 
All the vic­ 
tims knew one another, and a curious 
circum stance 
la that the 
men had 
attended their friends 
funerals untfl 
all were dead. 
Of the fifteen deaths 
In the eight days, four were In one 
house and two each in three others. 
All were reported to the coroner as 
"sudden deaths." 
Captain 
Hi*.sey, commanding the 
police precinct In which the deaths 
occurred, says that he has detectives 
out 
investigating 
them 
Coroner 
Scholer in a statem ent said: 
“If I can link the deaths of any of 
the men with any kind of whisky p.nd 
find out where they bought this cheap 
stuff. I will take Immediate action.” 


Sim ultaneously with General Kuro- 
patkin's announcem ent to his army 
that the tim e had com e for a forward 
m ovem ent, there com es news that the 
Russians have captured Bensiaputze, 
one of the strategical points held by 
the Japanese. 
The event did not pre­ 
cipitate a severe engagem ent, though 
the Japanese are reported to have suf­ 
fered a considerable loss, the turning 
of their position having exposed them 
to a severe fire. 
In his address to his 
army General Kuropatkin asserts that 
the Russians have a force numerically 
superior to that of the Japanese, and 
he predicts a telling victory for his 
soldiers. 
The retirem ent of the Jap­ 
anese on their position at Liao Yang 
is construed as evidencing the desire 
of Field Marshal Oyama to draw the 
Russians into an attack upon a strong 
defensive position. 
The dry weather 
is favorable to military operations. 
The fleet blockading Port Arthur is 
reported to be more than usually alert, 
w atching for British shirpg that are 
supposed to be planning to take sup­ 
plies into the harbor.

t h i t were still attached to the engine, 
steam ed out of the tunnel into the 
Sarnia yards. 
H e hastily detached his 
engine and went b a c k -in to the tube 
for the stalled cam . 
\v h ; n his engine 
reached them ho attem pted to push 
th em back through the tunnel and 
out tho Am erican p o ra l. 
The grade 
proved too steep, howe* or, and the a t­ 
tem pt w as a failures, 
Tho engine and 
cars rolled back into the gas-laden 
tunnel and E ngineer Coleman was suf­ 
focated at his po:-t In the engine cab. 
H is flrem ar, Fred Forryter, with great 
presence of mind, jum ped into the 
partly filled w ater tan k of the engine, 
w here th e re was air enough to pre­ 
serve nis life, althcnyh he Is in a seri­ 
ous condition. 
W hen 
news of th e 
broken 
train 
reached the A m erican side of the tu n ­ 
nel. S uperintendent Begg. accom pan­ 
ied by t vo other employes, started in 
on toot, hoping th at th e train was 
n> ar enough to the en tran ce so th at 
th ey might rescue and carry out some 
of the crew. 
They had gone but a 
short distance w hen tho coal gas be­ 
cam e stiffing and Begg succumbed. 
T h e o th er twe rescue: 
succeeded in 
craw ling to the p r: : 1 cf tho tunnel 
on their hands and knees. 
M eanw hile prepare-ion -> were being 
m ade at the Sarnia end cf the tunnel 
to rescue the irn. rh 
red tram crew. 
An engine with a party of rescuers 
entered the tube and had proceeded 
but a short distance wh n they found 
John Haley, track walker, lying u n­ 
conscious on the track. 
He was taken 
out and again the engine plunged Into 
the gaseous atm osphere. 
The rescu­ 


ers' were o \ercOme, u ow evei, u> m e 
cup before the train was reached, and 
B rakem an McGrath died. 
Sw itchm an 
Blake, who was a m em ber of th e p ar­ 
ty. aft. r a time m ade another attem pt 
to p en -trate the gas, and this time 
succeeded in reaching the stalled en­ 
gine. coupl'd it to the cars and ran

caboose. 
F irem an F orester was in the 
w ater tank of the engine n e a il / 'n o 
hours before he w as rescued, and his 
escape is little short of miraculous.
